Submitted herewith is the report of an audit and 
examination of the accounts of the Town of Lyme which 
was made by this Division, acting under authority of 
Chapter 82, Section 27, of the Revised Laws of New 


Hampshire, which provides in part as follows: 
“Audit on Motion of Commission. The commission 
may cause an audit to be made of the accounts of 
any city, town, school district, village district or 
precinct, as often as once in two years, or whenever 
conditions appear to it to warrant such.” 
This audit covered the fiscal year ended December 


31, 1951. Exhibits as hereafter listed are not included as 
part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Trustees of Trust Funds and 
Treasurer of the Library.

Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1951, are presented in Ex- 
hibits C & D. As indicated by the budget summary (Ex- 
hibit D), a net overdraft of appropriations of $2,569.53, 
less a net revenue surplus of $2,555.37, resulted in a net 
budget deficit of $14.16.

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AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement of 
public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and 
cancelled checks were compared with supporting in- 
voices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as pos- 
sible and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. 
Book balances were verified by comparison with recon- 
ciled bank balances made from statements obtained from 
depository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was 
made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as in- 
dicated by the Collector’s records. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Revised Balance Sheet: (Exhibit A) 


The balance sheet of December 31, 1950, as pre- 
sented in Exhibit A, reflects certain revisions in the bal- 
ance sheet of that date which appeared in the town 
report. These changes were made in accordance with the 
findings of our audit. 


Added Taxes and Abatements: 


It is noted that property taxes added to the 1951 
warrant, subsequent to the commitment of the original 
warrant to the Collector, amounted to $1,223.69, while 
there were abatements made of 1951 property taxes in 
the amount of $1,364.93. This is shown in Exhibit G, 
which contains a summarized statement of the 1951 tax 
warrant. More attention should be given to the proper 
recording of property assessments in the blotter books and 
the preparation of the Collector’s tax warrant book to 
prevent a similar situation from arising in the future. 
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Unredeemed Taxes: (Exhibit J) 


As indicated by Exhibit J, as of December 31, 1951, 
there were unredeemed taxes from the tax sales on 
account of the levies of 1949 and prior years as follows:

It is recommended that the Tax Collector issue deeds 
to the Town of Lyme for the properties represented by 
the above stated unredeemed as the two year period in 
which redemptions may be made has expired. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, require that this report or a sumary of its 
essential features shall be published in the next annual 
town report. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Lyme for their assistance during the course of the audit.

The library operates for the benefit and pleasure of 
everyone in the town of Lyme. New books are purchased 
every six weeks by the book committee. Sixty per cent 
of the book fund is allowed for adult readers and forty 
per cent for the children. 


Books may be borrowed on Wednesday and Satur- 
day. New books are loaned for two weeks and older books 
may be renewed for a longer period. Magazines are 
loaned in the same way. 


A gift of twelve juvenile books was received from 
Herbert Warren of Fairlee, Vermont. A two volume set 
of American History was presented by Nelson Gerry as 
a memorial for Mrs. Gerry. Adult fiction has been given 
by Miss Bradley, Mrs. Leavitt and Mrs. Pond. 


The Bookmobile visits the library five times a year. 
Fiction and non fiction are available for all juvenile 
readers and high school age, also non fiction for adults. 
Due to a small appropriation to the Extension Service 
adult fiction is not available. 


During June a new charging system replaced the 
Brown system which had been used for a long time. All 
Books received new pockets and cards which kept many 
volunteer workers busy for two weeks. 


Part of the money received from the Emma Aldrich 
fund was used to install toilet facilities in the basement 
of the library building.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report as your 
superintendent of schools. 


The schools of Lyme have been moving along at a 
normal pace this year, in spite of a terrible undeclared 
world conflict, rather disastrous inflation and the rumors 
of immorality in high places. This is as it should be. The 
children, of course, study about world and national prob- 
lems, commensurate with their ability to understand 
them, but these are not emphasized to the point where 
they destroy their simple faith in mankind. Instead, we 
try to provide them with a happy, natural childhood 
which will eventually make them good citizens, capable 
of dealing with problems as they meet them. 


Teachers and Teaching 


Except for the principal of the Plain School, all of 
our teachers this year are the experienced, loyal staff 
that has been with us for several years. Mr. Edoff, a 
graduate of Keene Teachers College, has been very suc- 
cessful in welding together a staff which works in har- 
mony, and has produced a school situation in which, by 
the proper mixture of discipline and humor, the pupils 
are courteous and obedient, but still enjoy going to 
school. This, of course, could not have been possible with- 
out the excellent cooperation of the veteran staff which 
he has working with him. Lyme is indeed fortunate to 
have available elementary teachers who are so satis- 
factory. The shortage of elementary teachers continues 
and I am sure that it would be very difficult to acquire 
satisfactory replacements, if any of them should leave, 
because of the low salaries being paid in Lyme. 


Your teachers are interested in their work and often 
put in many extra hours, beyond and above the call of 
duty, to provide children with a good education. About 
once a month all the teachers in Lyme meet after school 
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hours to discuss proposed programs of study, special pro- 
grams, general rules of procedure and other matters 
which would affect the whole school system. Several of 
them have, this year and in past years, taken special 
college courses which will assist them to do a better job 
in some particular field. 


A lot of discussion has gone on and some progress 
has been made in the field of guidance. We now have a 
folder of material for each child which progresses with 
him from grade to grade. This contains a lot of infor- 
mation which is helpful in working with each individual 
child, such as the results of ability tests, and the achieve- 
ment tests, schoo] marks and teachers’ personal opinions. 
As you know, it is our endeavor to work with each child 
as an individual rather than treating them as a group. 
We have attempted to improve our work in the field of 
moral and spiritual guidance, particularly by class dis- 
cussions of problems which the children can understand. 
Yet we have been very careful in avoiding things which 
would apply to a particular religious sect or creed. The 
teachers have also placed an emphasis upon the study of 
local Lyme history and geography. 


Financial 


The three major items of expense in the Lyme School 
Budget are teachers’ salaries, transportation and tuition. 
Very little, if anything, can be done about any of the 
three. As I have previously mentioned, it is my personal 
opinion that the teachers’ salaries are now too low; the 
transportation is required by law and is being done in an 
economical manner; and the tuition, by law, must be 
paid. Many of the smaller items in the budget are re- 
quired so that any change in the total budget is generally 
a question of adding or subtracting relatively small sums. 


Lyme was one of the more fortunate districts under 
the revised state aid formula. We had estimated that we 
would receive about $5,000.00 but when the actual 
amount arrived, it was $7,198.91. This added amount 
served to reduce the amount to be raised by taxation. 
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We have estimated the state aid for 1952-53 to be 5% 
less or $6,838.96. Because of a slight reduction in the 
number of tuition pupils and the elimination of one trans- 
portation route, the actual amount requested by the board 
to be raised by taxation will be less than last year. 


An opportunity presented itself this year to have 
art taught by a special supervisor, one day per week, in 
the schools of Lyme, for a very modest sum. The board 
did not feel, however, that there was sufficient demand 
among the townspeople to warrant this expenditure and 
the inclusion of such an item in the budget. 


As there are only five pupils at present in the Chesley 
School, the school board requested me to prepare a 
detailed statement showing what could be saved if the 
Chesley School was closed. This statement showed that 
about $1,930.00 per year could be saved by closing the 
Chesley School and transporting the children to the 
Center School. Again at the request of the board, I pre- 
pared a long letter showing as impartially as possible 
both sides of this question and sent it to the parents of 
children now in the school. All but one of these, and 
several other interested people in the Chesley Area, 
indicated that they wanted the School to remain open. 
The main problem seemed to be the very bad condition 
of the roads at certain times of the year. Also, it is true 
that there have been many more than five pupils in the 
past and there may very well be more than five in the 
future. The board is, I am sure, interested in the town’s 
opinion on this question but the eventual decision rests, 
by law, with them. 


Repairs and Replacements 


We are making slow but steady progress toward 
putting all the buildings and grounds into reasonably 
good condition. Last summer new porches were put on 
the Plain and Center School; the Chesley school was 
painted; some new florescent lights were installed; and 
a few new desks and chairs were purchased to replace 
those which were worn out and outdated. In addition, 
many minor repairs were done. 
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Miscellaneous 


The hot lunch program under the direction of Mr. 
Farnham has continued to be a success this year. To assist 
in this program wiring was installed for an electric stove 
and a sink was placed in the upper hallway. Unfortunate- 
ly, only a small number of the pupils can be taken care of 
by this program. 


The Lyme P.T.A. is continuing its very effective work 
in helping to produce better understanding between the 
pupils, teachers and parents. It is only by such coopera- 
tion that the schools can progress so that we constantly 
improve our teaching of boys and girls. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank the school board, 
teachers, parents, custodians, P. T. A., bus drivers and 
all others who have helped us in providing good schools 
for Lyme.
